She secured
their bodies and had them interred st
Wheeling, W. Va,

Then she put on men's clothing and en-
listed. She was wounded and her identity
discoversd in the hospltal, and as soon as
her wound was hoaled ahe was made to
quit the service, Determined to stay in
tho army, she married a soldier and en-
listed with bis regiment and went into the
hospital service. Eveory chance she got
she donned mon's clothes and went with
soouting partios,

She was wounded in the head on onse of
the expeditions, and hor Identity was
agiuin_ discoverad 'y the surgeon, who re-
ported it to General Shoridan, Ho tasued
an order for her to remain with the hos-
plnl corps. She could not rest contented
with the humdrum existence of a hospital
nures, however, and was soon o scoul near
the anemy’s lines.

She wont once too often, and was taken
prisoner by the rebols and seni o Libby
prison, where she was kept for three
monihs and eight days. Phil Sheridan
gnve three rebols in oxchange for her, She
wis in severnl engagemonts, and was
wounded three times.

Bhe finally came back to Washington,
whore xhe was discharged from t..'umiuny
I, Cole’s cavalry, under the name of John
K. Sumner, Sho found her family dead,
and her monay gone, and #o she eamo Lo
Cleveland with her husband, She had
hoen in the city but a short time when her
husband was killed in an explosion at the

rwowder mills, The shock cansed her to
weome insane for a time, and sho woas
treated ot the asylum.  After her recovory
sho lived for some )l'am-b in the tamily of
un East Cleveland physiciang but *~ her
health is now completely bLroken down,
and she has no cortain  menns of support.
